Knowing your deep commitment to the preservation of human rights, 

I am seeking your help on behalf of my brother, taken prisoner in 
Argentina four months ago. j 

My brother, Sidney Fix Marques dos Santos, age 36 and a Brazilian 
citizen, has lived in Argentina since 1972. (His address: Calle 
Caldas 1384, La Paternal, Buenos Aires.) On the evening of 
February 15, a band of armed man brutally overpowered him on the 
street in Buenos Aires and took him away with them. Later that 
evening they ransacked his apartment, saying despite their civilian 
clothes, that they were members of the Federal Political Police 
(Superintendencie de Seguridad Federal) . 

All the considerable efforts made by the rest of my family in Brazil 
to learn the status and whereabouts of my brother In Argentina have 
had no effect. The official information supplied by the Argentinian 
government is that they know nothing about my brother. 

We can only presume that my brother’s arrest is related to the military 
coup enacted in that country a few weeks later. We desperately hope 
that Sidney Marques dos Santos is still alive, one of the many political 
prisoners presently held by the Argentine Military Forces. 

In the name of my family, including his wife and young daughter, and 
all those who believe in basic human rights, I ask for your help in 
learning the situation of my brother.
